The bill, drastically curbing the 
powers of the administration’s 
agencies, was passed by unanimous 
consent as Majority Leader Alben 
W. Barkley chatted in the rear of 
the Senate chamber on Tuesday 
with his first assistant, Senator

was Barkley’s Democratic colleague 
from Kentucky, Senator Marvel 
Mills Logan, who put over this 
fast one, calling up the bill when 
he saw that the two floor leaders 
were absorbed in conversation and 
realizing that if they came to while 
the clerk was reading the measure 
it would be stopped. 

Blow to New Deal. 

Off all the body blows that the 
Roosevelt administration has taken 
in the last two weeks this prob- 
ably is potentially the most serious 
in its effect on New Deal reforms, 
according to administration lead- 
ers. The bill would give Federal 
courts of appeal wide discretion to 
set aside administrative orders and 
decisions. 

“Senator Barkley and Senator 
Logan have reached an agreement,” 
Minton said today, “under which 
my motion for reconsideration will 
be called up. Then there will be 
read into the record an under- 
standing whereby the bill will have 
first place on the calendar when 
Congress meets again in January.” 

Logan confirmed this, saying he 
believed it was impossible to hold 
members here in the face of the 
present adjournment rush long 
enough to permit debate. The ju- 
nior Senator from Kentucky said 
he had canvassed the Senate and 
that there were at least 70 votes 
for his bill should it be called up 
now. 

“This is the worst ripper bill that 
has ever been presented,” Minton 
said. “It would cut the vitals out of 
all these New Deal agencies. Noth- 
ing worse could happen. 

“At least this postponement will 
give us time to make clear how im- 
portant the bill is. It is the answer 
to a defense lawyer’s dream. There 
were no hearings held in the Sen- 
ate, no hearings at all. Some time 
should be given to consideration of 
a& measure of such importance.” 

Backed by Bar Association. . 

The Logan bill has had the ac- 
tive support of the American Bar 
Association. Also, according to Min- 
ton, it has had some support from 
the American Federation of La- 
bor, the reason being the animosity 
the A. F. of L. holds toward the 
National Labor Relations Board.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—With 
the third-term issue to the fore in 
any discussion of 1940, the _  in- 
evitable question has arisen wheth- 
er President Roosevelt would be 
able to take another four years of 
the grueling punishment that our 
chief executives are made to en- 
dure. 


Already the pros and cons of this 
question are being argued. Arriv- 
ing in France the other day for 
her annual Evwropean visit, the 
President’s mother, Mrs. James 
Roosevelt, said she believed her son 
was perfectly capable of carrying 
on for another term if he should 
decide to run. 

On the other hand, Dr. Edward 
H. Cary, past president of the 
American Medical Association, told 
a Baylor University graduating 
class: “A personal visit to the Pres- 
ident convinces me that the strain 
of the last few years will make it 
impossible for him to run for a 
third time. He has sagging mus- 
cles and is a whipped-out man. 
Only his worst enemy would try to 
make him run for a third term.” 

His Own Physician’s View. 

The best evidence as to Roose- 
velt’s physical condition, quite 
apart from any plans for the fu- 
ture which he may or may not 
have, comes, of course, from his 
own personal physician, Dr. Ross 
T. MciIntire. For seven years, Dr. 
McIntire, a naval man with the 
rank of Admiral, has kept the most 
careful watch over the President’s 
health. The professional relation- 
ship has been supplemented by a 
close friendship that has developed 
while both men have served in the 
White House. Obviously, Dr. Mc- 
Intire would have the final word 
in any discussion of the President’s 
health. 

“The President is in excellent 
physical shape today,” he _ says. 
“Except for the fact that he is 
seven years older, he is actually in 
many ways in better health today 
than he was in 1933, due to the 
fact that he has taken. regular 
systematic exercise. He shows no 
more effect of the past seven years 
than would any man under similar 
conditions.” 

During his entire seven years in 
the White House, the President has 
not been in bed more than two 
weeks with illness, according to 
Dr. Mclntire. And then it has 
been merely a mild influenza that 
has sent the President to bed as a 
precautionary measure. A chronic 
frontal sinus infection, dating a 
long way back, has flared up sev- 
eral times, but it is neither acute 
nor serious, according to Dr, Mc- 
Intire. 

Swims Five Times a Week. 

“Since he’s been in Washington 
he’s been tied to this job,” the Pres- 
ident’s physician says, “and there- 
fore he has held to a system of ex- 
ercise. The President swims in the 
White House pool on an average of 
five times a week. He also does 
walking exercises in the pool with 
At 
the same time he receives thorough 
massage. The whole process takes 
about an hour and a quarter. 

“He has the most remarkable re- 
cuperative powers. Altogether it’s 
very difficult, as I’ve said before, 
to talk about the health of a 
healthy man.” 

This week end while he is at 
Hyde Park the President, on advice 
of Dr. McIntire, is spending as 
much time as possible in the sun. 
He has gone longer than at any 
time during the past seven years 
without a break away from Wash- 
ington and his physician is grateful 
for the three-day week end which 
gives him something of a change. 

“The pressure in his position is 
tremendous,” Dr. McIntire says. “I 
don’t like to see him go much long- 
er than two months without a com- 
plete break, certainly not longer 
than three months.” ‘ 

Days Closely Scheduled. 

While he is in the White House 
there is very little time that Roose- 
velt can call his own. His days are 
closely scheduled, usually with 15- 
minute appointments, every quarter 
hour a new visitor arriving to re- 
mind him of some pressing prob- 
lem. Often his evenings are filled 
with conferences with close advis- 
ers. 

From his immaculate, fully 
equipped office in the basement of 
the White House, Dr. McIntire nev- 
er relaxes the watch he keeps on 
the President’s health and habits. 
Twice a year his patient is given 
a complete physical checkup. His 
blood pressure has been found well 
within normal limits and all other 
criteria indicate that the President 
enjoys excellent health. 

Just now the President is looking 
a little pale and weary, but it is 
merely because he has not been 
able to get out in the sun and re- 
lax. A few days of fishing would 
make a new man of him, his physi- 
cian says.

In discussing the unsolved mur- 
der of George J. Appleton, who was 
found shot to death nearly three 
years ago beside an electrical trans- 
mission tower in St. Louis County, 
his widow, Mrs. Edna Appleton, told 
a Post-Dispatch Reporter yesterday 
that her husband knew nothing 
about dynamite and was not a 
bomber, because “he was always 


broke and wouldn't have done it for 
fun.” 

Appleton, a former convict, had 
been convicted of burglary and had 
two charges of receiving stolen 
property pending against him, but 
he was not known to police as a 
bomber 

“If George had been bombing 
those towers he would have gotten 
money for it,” Mrs. Appleton con- 
tinued. Her reference was to three 
transmission towers of the Union 
Electric Co., which were bombed 
during the four months before Ap- 
pleton was killed. 

“At no time during that period 
did George have $250, or any other 
large sum,” Mrs. Appleton asserted. 
“He was broke all the time; that 
is why I worked. George worked 
as a strikebreaker in the Kroger 
strike in 1935, the Laclede Gas Co. 
strike the same year and in a 
grocery strike at Springfield, ILll., 
a month before he was killed.” 

Remark About $250. 


Appleton because Gid Smith, with 
whom her husband. was painting 
steel construction on the last day 
he was seen alive, has told police 
that Appleton remarked, “I can 
make an easy $250 if I can get off 
early.” The remark followed a 
conversation between Appleton and 
a man known to Smith as “Bill.” 

“Bill,” investigattion has dis- 
closed, was William J. Rolf, for- 
mer convict and strikebreaker, who 
in the summer of 1936 renewed an 
acquaintance formed with Appleton 
when both were prisoners in the 
Missouri penitentiary. Rolf, ques- 
tioned in Appleton’s murder and re- 
leased without charges, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he was 
with Appleton twice on the last 
day he was seen alive, but denied 
that he told Appleton anything to 
cause him to remark about making 
“an easy $250.” 

A month before the Appleton 
murder, as the Post-Dispatch has 
disclosed, former Sheriff A. C. Lud- 
wig of Monroe County, Illinois, was

Week-End Bargain Crowd Sees 
Rescue of Man and Wom- 
an 140 Feet Up. 


NEW YORK, July 22 (AP).—The 
New York World’s Fair 250-foot 
captive parachute jump trapped in 
mid-air tonight the second pair in 
less than two weeks, 

Tonight’s victims, Deputy Sher-) 
iff Lawrence Tetrault, 30 years old, 
of Brentwood (Long Island), N. Y., 
and his sister-in-law, Agnes Niel- 
sen, 27, of Woburn, Mass., were 
released by mechanics after being 
suspended in their swing-chair 140 
feet above the ground for 35 min- 
utes. 

On July 12, Mr. and Mrs. J. Cor- 
nelius Rathborne, socially promi- 
nent Long Islanders, spent five 
hours in the air—about 15 feet 
lower than tonight’s victims—when 
a pulley “froze” on the guide wire 
that directs the 11 ‘chutes to the 
ground from the top of a huge steel 
tower. 

Tonight’s accident was caused by 
a loose wire breaking the huge 
ring which holds the parachute 
distended. The rescue was watched 
by a large crowd, attracted to the 
fair by the offer of week-end bar- 
gain rate tickets. Fair officials 
said 291,500 persons passed through 
the turnstiles today, a figure ex- 
ceeded only on April 30 and May 
14, when the official attendance fig- 
ures were 605,000 and- 306,736.

ed the legislation for Senate de- 
bate Monday. He said ne was 
hopeful it could be passed before 
the end of the week. 

Adjournment prospects hinge on 
disposition of the measure, and 
leaders are hopeful that it can be 
sent to President Roosevelt by 
Aug. 1 or 2. 

Roosevelt originally suggested a 


$2,800,000,000 lending plan. The com- 


mittee reduced the total by $400,- 


000,000 and then added $90,000,000 


for reclamation projects in the 
West. Republicans had asserted 
they would attempt to make addi- 
tional reductions but the commit- 
tee approved the legislation in an 
unusual Saturday session without, 
further reducing the total. 
Amendment Eliminated. 

In finally approving the lending 
measure, the Banking Committee 
eliminated an amendment approved 
yesterday which would have pro- 
hibited loans for any projects 
which would be “in substantial com- 
petition” with private enterprise. 

The committee agreed the lan- 
guage of the amendment was _ s0 
broad as to nullify much of the 
program. Barkley and Senator 
Adams (Dem.), Colorado, said they 
would work out a compromise pro- 
posal for submission on the Sen- 
ate floor.

Byrd Attacks Program. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
frequent critic of the Administra- 
tion fiscal policy, said in a state- 
ment tonight that Roosevelt’s lend- 
ing program “is a spending scheme 
masquerading as a lending scheme.” 

Byrd said: “The American public 
must not be deluded that this new 
spending scheme will neither in- 
crease the Federal debt nor increase 
the Federal tax burden.”

Fear of Appearing Weak. 

Indignant official denials that 
any appeasement overtures had 
been made or were contemplated 
in the near future were based 
largely on the fear, it was be- 
lieved, that Germany might inter- 
pret the reports as a sign of weak- 
ening in the British position. 

Some observers saw indications 
of such a German interpretation in

Cash Premium for First Baby and Tax on 
Bachelors Also Proposed in 
New Legal Code. 


PARIS, July 22 (AP).—A legal 
code to encourage larger families 
was completed today on behalf of 
the Government, and will be sub- 
mitted to the Cabinet next week for 
approval. It is designed to counter- 
act large population increases in 
Germany and Italy. , 

The code, effective immediately 
after formal approval, contains the 
following main provisions subject to 
change: 

1. A cash premium for the first 
child; all families, regardless of 
class, eligible; smaller premiums, 
whose amounts have. yet to be de- 
termined, for each succeeding birth. 

2. A tax on bachelors and child- 
less pairs to help finance the pro- 
gram, which also will be aided by 
the national budget.

But Line Is Not Clear.

| WASHINGTON, July 22. — Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s recent warning +o 
‘WPA workers that “you cannot 
strike against the Government’

There have been strikes against 
‘the Federal Government without 
‘enforcement of the Roosevelt dic- 
‘tum. Several months ago 3500 em- 
| ployes of the Inland Waterways 
Corporation, the Government owned 
agency for operation of Federal 
barges on the Mississippi and War- 
|rior Rivers, left their work in an 
‘attempt to force the management 
‘to grant a “closed shop.” The 
istrike ended in a compromise, which 
‘included the “preferential hiring” of 
‘union members. 
| More recently the United States 


peti-| Maritime Commission was'confront- 


‘ed with a strike on the West Coast, 
‘and pickets paraded around the 
\Commerce Department Building 
‘here, where the Commission has its 
loffices. The issue was whether *he 
Commission, as a governmental 
agency, could be forced to hire 
cooks for the S. 8. Coldbrook, op- 
erated by the Commission, through 
union hiring halls, as sea workers 
are now hired in that region by 
private employers. 


The Tennessee Valley Authority 
was set up by Congress as a gov- 
ernmental corporation. It can sue 
and be sued, and has other privi- 
leges of a private corporation. By 
a special provision the employes 
are not under civil service although 
civil service standards are used 
throughout in hiring workers. TVA 
officials say, however, that they 
have had relatively few labor dis- 
putes and these have been settled 
to the satisfaction of all sides. The 
possibility of strikes they dismiss 
with the observation that most of 
their labor is engaged in the con- 
struction of dams and that within 
three or four years only a few hun- 
dred employes will be required to 
operate the huge plants. 

Maritime Commission Situation. 


A different situation obtains in 
the Maritime Commission. By an 
executive order, all workers on the 
commission’s ships and terminals 
were blanketed in the civil service 
under Schedule A, the classification 
of workers who do not take the 
competitive examinations. As are 
the TVA employes, they are paid 
by Government checks on the 
Treasury. The Commission offi- 
cials have been unable to obtain an 
official ruling on whether or not 
these employes have the right to 
strike, but have declared as a Com- 
mission policy that no such right 
exists.

He is one of 
those rare birds—a southpaw with 
control. And, incidentally, while 
youre looking for the greatest 
left-hander of all time, you don’t 
have to do much questing. Just 
pick Lefty and let it go at that. 

Now don’t bring out that old 
Rube Waddell business. Rube 
had some fiery stuff, but he was 
unpredictable. He might have 
been great at times, but he was 
bad at others and not around at 
all when he was most wanted. 
He could probably out-stunt any 
pitcher the world ever knew: but 
if you wanted a man to stop a 
losing streak or win a world 
series for you, you'd not want 
Rube, but Lefty Grove. Lefty’s 
peak record of 31 victories and 
four defeats stands with that of 
Smoky Joe Wood’s 35 and five, 
as a top percentage perform- 
ance. 

Grove starred in a day of the

Meanwhile, the War Department 
at the direction of Congress con- 
ducted an exhaustive survey of the 
Tennessee River system to deter- 
mine the possibilities of improve- 
ments for flood control, navigation 
and power production. The report 
transmitted to Congress March 24, 
1930, -by Secretary of War Patrick 
J. Hurley, was published as House 
Document No. 328. Accompanied 
by hundreds of maps and charts. 
this report covered the whole river 
system from the mouth of the Ten- 
nessee near Paducah, Ky., to the 
headwaters of the tributaries on 
the western slopes of the Appa- 
lachian Mountains. 

System of Dams Recommended. 

A system of low dams to provide 
a 9-foot navigation channel from 
the mouth of the river to Knox- 
ville, 652 miles, was recommended; 
cost of this was estimated at $74,- 
709,000. The army engineers point- 
ed out that a smaller number of 
high dams capable of producing a 
vast amount of electric power could 
be substituted for the low dams, at 
greater cost. Locations and engi- 
neering data for such dams were 
given. Since the Government at 
‘that time had not adopted the pol- 
icy of developing these projects it- 
self, the report suggested that pri- 
_vate corporations might be licensed 
‘under the Federal Water Power 
Act to build and operate the high 
dams. In addition to the main 
stream developments, the War De- 
partment plans included many res- 
ervoir dams on the tributaries for 
flood water storage, and for regula- 
tion of the water flow in the navi- 
gable channel.

Increasing Returns. 

From the time TVA was estab- 
lished on June 16, 1933, to June 
| 30, 1938, its sales of electricity 
‘amounted to $6,645,447, and in the 
last fiscal year the amount was 
| $2,379,572. In the 1939 fiscal year, 
‘however, large gains have been 
‘made, and for the 10 months, July, 
'1938, to April, 1939, inclusive, the 
total was $4,393,778, indicating a 
itotal for the year exceeding $5,000,- 
,000. The increase came partly 
from the addition of the Knoxville 
‘municipal system as a customer 
last September, and partly from 
substantial increases in wholesale 
deliveries to large industries and 
electric utility corporations. 

_ For the period of operation up 
to last June 30, TVA’s accounting 
‘Shows a net loss on the power 
‘business of $748,664, without charg- 
ing for interest on invested cap- 
ital. Charges were included, how- 
ever, for depreciation and for pay- 
ment of 5 per cent of gross re- 
ceipts to the states of Tennessee 
and Alabama as a form of tax.

flow ceasing when the fuel supply 
is cut off. In the conventional 
models, where the air current con- 
tinues even when the heating flame 
is off, the cold stream cools the 
heater and thus causes greater con- 
sumption of fuel.

Noland ,Logsdon was born and 
brought in a log house that 
stands beMfind the woods under the 
hill, out of sight and hearin’ of the 
neighbors, nine miles or from 
town, off from the county road that 
leads from St. Elmo to Beecher 
City. He lived there as boy and 
young man until his father, John 
Logsdon, died, and his mother mar- 
ried Bob King. Noland didn’t take 
to his steppappy, so he up and went 
away. Out in Iowa he worked 
around for people and saved his 
money and after his mother sepa- 
rated from King and then died he 
came back and bought out the other 
heirs and settled down on the 160 
acres behind the woods with the 
horses and mules that he needed 
and a passel of houn’ dogs that he 


didn’é need, 
N to get himself a woman to look 
after him, but he said no, he 
didn’t want to be bothered by no 
woman. Hed rather have his houn’ 
dogs. He could kick them around 
and no hard (feelin’s, but you 
couldn’t kick a woman around with- 
out gettin’ im trouble. So he lived 
there alone, except for his farm ani- 
mals and his dogs. 


Until he was about 60 years old 
he lived there, scratching a meager 
living from his thin acres for his 
work animals and his dogs, content 
with what he had, asking nothing 
of his neighbors more than he was 
willing to give in return, milking 
his cows so that the dogs could 
have plenty whether he had any 
or not, riding horseback or mule- 
back to the crossroads store for the 
little that he meeded to buy, taking 
a gentleman’s pleasure in fox-hunt- 
ing over the hills with his hounds.

“Noland’s always been a funny 
feller,” the neighbors say now, “but 
he’s always been a good neighbor. 
Nobody had no fault*to find with 
him,” 

Mrs. J. P. Holman, who lives out 
on the county road, is one of the 
neighbors who has a good word to 
say for Noland. “I’ve knowed him 
always,’ she.said as she rocked. 
“My son and him’s nigh about the 
same age. Mebbe my boy’s two 
year younger. He’s 60. His birth- 
day was day before yest’day. That'd 
make Noland about 62. All he’s 
ever cared about was horses and 
mules and dogs. I ain’t never seen 
all: his dogs. I think they said he 
had eight or nine before. ‘Spose 
he’s got more now. He was up here 
t’other day. Had five with him. He 
just keeps ‘em to be keepin’ ‘em, 
I guess. Goes fox huntin’ some 
times. He keeps five cows and 
gives all the milk to them dogs. 
And he keeps more mules and 
horses than he needs. Bought an- 
other span of mules last week, I’m 
told. 

“Gettin’ oil money ain’t made any 
difference in him, except that he 
buys new overalls and a shirt now'n 
then and carries more stuff from 
the store than he used to. Nobody 
can say he’s keepin’ all his money 
for himself. They say he bought a 
team for his sister, Vada Logue, 
over in Effingham County. She's 
goin’ to pay him back at $5 a month. 
He has a brother up by Litchfield 
and another sister and a half-sister. 
I don’t know whether he’s done any- 
thing for them.” 

“Noland’s not the kind that 
spends his money foolish. They say 
he puts most all of it in different 
banks, scatters it around so that if 
one bank fails he will have some- 
thing left in the others, keepin’ out 
only $3 to live on. I don’t know 
whether it’s for a week or a month. 
Month, I reckon, Some says he’s 


hidin’ his money away down there. 
If he does, he'll die some time and 
they won’t know where it is. And 
he might be robbed. I hear two fel- 
lers disguised theirselves and went 
in on him one night, but they didn’t 
get anything. Seems to me its ju- 
berous him stayin’ down there un- 
der that hill by hisself, but he says 
he ain’t afraid. 

“Before he got hisself a truck he 
rode to town once or twice a week 
with an oil feller. Now he drives 
his truck. He don’t allow he's 
goin’ to put in much of a crop this 
year. He don’t care whether he 
works or not. He’s a kind of a slow 
feller anyhow. The neighbors tried 
to get him to build a new house, 
because that one he lives in is like 
to fall down, but he said no he 
didn’t want a new house. When he 
was by here t’other day he said 
he’s bought the Fan Woods place 


over on the other road, There's a 
fine big house on that place. He 
said he thought he’d buy a place 
out on the road where he’d have 
plenty of room and not have to 
keep his dogs in the house, nor his 
horses and mules as he had to do 
last winter when it was too cold 
to leave them outside with no barn 
to shelter them. 

“No, I don’t spose he’s figgerin’ 
to get married. They torment him 
about it, but he says he wouldn't 
give his hounds for no woman. He's 
always lived there a bachelor by 
himself and that’s the way he 
wants to live. Noland’s a funny fel- 
ler but he’s a good neighbor.”

day and is still producing. There's 
a sign on the pump identifying it 
as T. N. Logsdon well No. 1 of the 
Carter Oil Co., sec. 15, T 8 N., R. 3 
E. The low ground all around it is 
blackened with the oil that flowed 
from it before it was brought un- 
der control. There are three other 
producers on that 40-acre tract. 
Others are being drilled on the re- 
maining acreage. There is a story 
that Logsdon was offered $80,000 
for 80 acres, but refused to sell. 

The “T” on the sign stands for 
Thomas, but everybody calls him 
Noland. Now that he is a rich man, 
they wonder whether he will sign 
his checks “T. Noland Logsdon.” 

When Logsdon is questioned 
about his present and prospective 
oil wealth he turns the talk to his 
real wealth, his horses and mules 
and dogs. “I’ve got eight horses, 
two mules and a jackass,” he says. 
“How many dogs? Only 10.” 

He points with pride to his live 
stock, tethered now because of the 
meed of fences, and cocks an ear 
to the baying of his hounds off in 
the woods. “No use to try to call 
‘em in now,” he says, ““tain’t feedin’ 
time.” He glances at his shiny new 
truck with bare tolerance. “It'll do,” 
he said.

The island emerged from the aboriginal period 
about 1620 and was under a sort of joint ownership 
of Japan and Russia until the 1870s when Russia 
took complete control and turned the island into a 
penal colony for hardened convicts and political ex- 
iles.

Alexandrovsk, the capital of the Soviet 
half of the Island of Sakhalin which lies 
between the continent of Asia and the 
Japanese island of Hokkaido. Japan's 
rights to oil and coal concessions on Sak- 
halin, and fishing privileges off its coast, 
are the subject of dispute between the two 
nations. 
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The island of Sakhalin lies like a bridge 
between the Asiatic mainland and the 
Japanese Island of Hokkaido. It was 
relatively unproductive and static until 
about 10 years after the Japanese 
intensified their efforts to get more raw 
materials and Russia alloted it a part in 
her second five-year plan. 


During the Russian Revolution and the war of in- 
tervention that followed, the Japanese again took 
over the whole island and retained control until 1925 
when they moved out of the northern half 
after forcing concessions giving them the privilege 
to prospect for oil in the northern half and export 
it. 

According to latest figures available, Karafuto, 
the Japanese half of the island, has a population 
of 295,000. The Russians claim 50,000. 

In summer, the island has a cold, foggy climate 
with heavy rainfall. It is bitter cold with severe 
storms in winter, snow falling from October to May 
and drifting seven or more feet high in wide 
areas. A warm current from the Japanese island of 
Hondo moderates conditions somewhat on the 
southern half of the west coast.

Japan produces 
about 700,000 metric tons of coal annually from her half 
of the island. Russia gets 100,000 from the northern half. 
Japanese drillers bring up 180,000 tons of oil annually to 
the Russians’ 245,000. The island lies in the center of one 
of the most important fishing regions in the world. Trout, 
herring, cod, salmon, dolphin, crab and kombu are the 
principal marine products. Total value of the Japanese 
fisheries was set at $5,000,000 for 1934 and is estimated 
to have increased since. There are no figures available 
for Russia. It is known though that since then Russia has 
made fishing a collective community program. Much 
machinery for processing the fish has been imported from 
the United States by the Soviets.
